each passing year. Microfiche is cheaper than printing, 
often improves the timeliness of data and allows major users 
such as libraries to make better use of space. 


Large blocks of external trade statistics and 1976 Census 
data are now available on microfiche. The bureau is also 
involved in a long-term project to record its publications on 
fiche and make the data available to users in this form.

External trade publications are available on microfiche as 
well as in printed form. For example, the monthly report 
Exports by Commodities (Catalogue No. 65-004) is repro- 
duced on three microfiche and is mailed three to four weeks 
before the printed version.

Census of Population and Housing Data 


A large part of the output of the 1976 Census of Population 
and Housing is available on microfiche as well as in print. In 
addition, many tabulations, particularly those on smaller 
geostatistical areas, are only available on microfiche and 
computer tape. Virtually all small-area data (mostly enumer- 
ation area data) from the 1971 Census were not available 
other than through special tabulations or computer tape 
because of the prohibitive costs of producing such printed 
material. 


The 1976 Census microfiche program, on the other hand, 
has made available to users a great deal more information 
and at a reasonable cost.

The complete collection of Statistics Canada publications, 
with the exception of the Statistics Canada Daily, is being 
reproduced on microfiche under an arrangement with 
Micromedia Limited of Toronto. A project to film all publica- 
tions from 1975 back, which will be completed in 1979, will 
bring together the most comprehensive body of Canadian 
Statistical material ever assembled. Many rare and outof- 
print items are included. 


The complete collection (approximately 25,000 fiche) can 
be stored in only 10 filing drawers, whereas the collection on 
paper occupies over 500 linear feet of shelving. Beginning in 
1976, quarterly instalments by major group/series have 
been made available as they have been produced. Yearly 
updates will become available in the spring of 1979.
